.Moi'ley, "I still wholly and definitely ad- 
here." lie concedes what iMr. liladstoiie 
has conceded "1 say frankly I would ra- 
ther have Home Rule with the liisdi 
members retained at NVostniinster than I 
would not have Home Rule at all." lint 
iloinc Rule just now is not tho pressing 
theme. The vit.il thing to bo done is to 
[lilt an eiul to the present guvernmcnt of 
I l el.'iiiil - to 1 he stojipane of free discus- 
sion, to despotic interference with llie 
rights of speech, to evictions audio shoot- 
ings. Without the I'nioinsls the govern- 
ment could not have carried coercion, 
and Mr. Morley charges tho Union- 
ists with shameless and unex- 
ampleil lietrayal of election pledges. 
It IS tile cai'i'3'nig of a ciiercimi act, not 
agaiii.st ci'iine, but against combination, 
th.'Lt has brought about stich a marvelous 
change in liiiglish public opinion. The 
converts to Home Rule are daily increas- 
ing, and one of the latest signatories is 
another ex-otheial. Lord Aberdeen, who 
has mied t he post of Viceroy. It seems 
,iiily iiecessai'}' that onr leailing nieii 
sli,,iil,l stuilythe i|Uesli,in on the sjiot, 
that they should look through Irish us 
well as ICnglish spectacles, and straight- 
way their opinions undergo transtorum- 
tion. Lord Aberdeen is convinced, like 
Lord ,Sponcer and Sir Charles Trevolyaii, 
tli.'it the only way to true iinioii, to make 
what the l,>iieen's speech calls "a loving, 
faithful, an, I united people," is t,, lift the 
heavy lu'cl fr, uii Ireland anil to give lii i 
a share ,,f iiiileia-ndence. iM r. lialfoiif is 
liou, ,11 the spot, and he iimst see and 
hear iiiaiiy I liings that would escape his 
notice I Ins side of ihe water. The plight 
of Ireland is deplomble. But she has 
gone through worse times, and with a 
much dtirker outlook. She must take 
hop,' ill the fad that the instincts of the 
I'hi'j.lish people are against higli-lianded 
'iiid arbitrary action and the indiscrimi- 
nate use of force and Mr. Morley solemnly 
counsels the Irish i>oople to be patient.

When the period of betrothal is ai ,iii 
end tho bridegroom goes to the .ml of his 
bride, who is given up by her iiaieiiis, 
with u dowry of a tent, a caniol <jr riding- 
horse, cattle, and a bride's head-dress, 
besides a bed, crockery, and a inink of 
wearing apparel. < )ii the wcildiii'.; night 
the inullah, or )iviest, places tli,- bri,le 
and bridegroom in the inidsl of a lent, 
puts before them a covered cup of water, 
and begins the pray-ers. Then lu- asks the 
contracting parties if it is with their full 
consent thoy engage themselves to bo 
marrieil, and three times gives them the 
water to drink. Mullahs soiiiet iiiii's put 
ill 1 he wider \'esH,'l an arrow with a tiilt 
of hair lied thereto frniii the muiie nl' tin' 
bride's horse, or one of her ribbons', 
others dip thei'eiii a jiaper of wrillcii 
inayers. The happy conii)letion of a mar- 
riage irt fiillowod among JCii'ghoso by feast- 
ing anil games, and when tho newly mar- 
ried couple depart lo Ihe bridc'room's 
iiiil, wit h 1 he camels carrying the Irons 
seau and the portion of liis wealth which 
a father |{ivesto ooch of his daughtei-s on 
hor marriage.— JBorper'n Mmjaziwi.

'.;e(l oiioj a year from the 'I'l'iiiple in order 
to liallie the ,l;oi1h in Lhe cool water of the 
tank a mile anil a half distant, tlie wild- 
est eiitlnisiasm seized the vast iiiultitiide 
of devotees. TlioUBunds rushed to seize 
tlio cables, and so eager wore tlie volun- 
teers for this holy service that the best 
and greatest iiieii of Orissa struggled with 
eacli otlier to olitain a hold ii])on the 
ropes. To use the language of an old wri- 
ter who witnessed tlie llath Jattia in its 
palmy days, "they are so Ljiei'ily and 
ea'.'er to draw it that whosoever, l)y .slioul- 
dorhig, crowding, shoving, heaving, thrust- 
ing, or in any insolent way, can but lay a 
hand upon tlio rope, they think them- 
selves blessed and liappy. And whon it is 
t^oiiii; .iloiiL,' the eity there are many that 
will oiler themselves as a saeriliee to the 
idol, and ilesiHTatelv He down on the 
i^rouiid that the chariot wheels may run 
over them, wheieliy they are killed oiit- 
riL;lil. Siiiue L;ei broken arms, some brok- 
en lens, so that many are destroyed, and 
tliiiik to merit lieaveii." 

At uvou a Irttor date martyrs to J uggor- 
iiaut, or .lairgaiina'tli, as he is iiioro cor- 
rectly Icrincil, were not. infriM |Uent . When 
l|'I•ancl^s liuch.inaii w.is in I'noree eAily ni 
this ceiitni>', lie ilrscribes llie harsli L;riil- 
im; of the '^iuanlic ear as it moved aloiiL;, 
the obsciice .sniins of the priests in lioiKir 
of the god, and the tierce glances wliich 
the fanatics bestowed on the boef-eatiiig 
Kngli.slimeii, as a pilgrim announced liim-

No one ilariiiLC or caring to prevent the 
si'lf-iiiiiuolaiion, the man prostrated liim- 
seir in llie loud before tlie lower as it 
iiio\ed aliiic^, lying on his face with his 
arms stretched forward. 'I'he miiltitnile 
passed around liini, leaving the space 
clear, until lie was crushed to death liy 
the wheels of tlie ponderous structure. 
'I'lieii a wild cry of praise wiis raised, and 
as the god was seen to "siiiilo'" at the 11- 
Ijatioii of s|iouting blood, the devotees 
threw cowries and jiiecesof mmicy on the 
body -if the viet iiii in approb.-uion of the 
holv deed by which he had won imini -ftid- 
ity in the iliiiiloo Wfdhalla. 

It is therefore, suggestive of a strange 
revolution in Hindoo opinion to hear that 
not only are vietiius lacking, but that, in- 
stead of thousands struggling fcpr the lion- 
..r of a jilace at the drag ropes, laboring 
lui'ii, at so many annas per diem, have to 
lie liireil to iierfiirni the sacred function. 
Tlie awe of the Indian people for "the 
Lord of tilt) World," luis been declining. 
I "i ir many years past the fame of the great 
g.id of Oritsa has bf>en on the wane, and 
I he time when a hninan sacrifice was de- 
liberately "Hcrcil up t<i the hiileoiis idol is 
fast gettiliu lieyond the power nf tlie very 
oldest of iiKl liuliaiis to recall. .Vdiiiittiiig 
that I he numlier tif ilevotces this year is 
smaller, owing to t he loss of two pilgrim 
ships — and the [.rophocy that a third will 
bo wrecked bofori) the 3'ear is out it is 
undeniable that .lagganiia'tli is doomed, 
and till! wealth which it brought to the 
priests aiul the towiispeo])le of Pooree is 
likely lo \ ;iiii-li liefme iiiany years elapse.
